Orange county had become the agricultural test tube 
of the nation today. For a year the keenest and most 
analytical agricultural experts in the state have been mak¬ 
ing a quiet and unannounced survey of Orange county’s 
farming problems. Today they gave agriculture in Orange 
county the facts and put the problems in competent Orange 
county hands. It is the first time in history that such a 
step has been taken, which The Journal announced in an 
exclusive article yesterday. Definite problems were pointed 
out in detailed economic studies'^ 
on which the agricultural exten¬ 
sion service of the University of 
California has been concentrating 
almost solely during the past three 
months. 

"Orange county farm leaders 
now must prove their mettle," the 
experts indicated. "They must de¬ 
velop a long-time plan to assure 
Orange county’s secure place in 
the agricultural world." 

Fifteen University of California 
agricultural and water authorities, 
some of them rated as world- 
renowned leader.s, were in Orange 
county yesterday and today for a 
series of conferences. In addition 
there was a host of other authori¬ 
ties. 

The delegation was headed by 
Prof. B. H. Crocheron, chief of the 
division of agricultural extension 
of the university. Late yesterday 
he outlined the purpo.ses of the 
unique experiment which has been 
launched in this county. 

"Orange county," he explained, 

"is like other counties. Like Topsy, 
it just growed. There was no 
planned development. However, 

Orange county has grown so well 
that it is one of the most pros¬ 
perous in the world. But it is be¬ 
coming more crowded. If we just 
leave it alone perhaps it will not 
be so fortunate as in the past. 

"The time has come for Orange 
county to plan for the future. Not

A total of 23.410,150 silver dol- 
lar.e poured into Orange county 
last year in e.xchangc for the mil¬ 
lions of boxes of citrus fruits 
which went out from county 
on hards. 

In the third of a series of re¬ 
ports on Orange county's crops in 
1936, County Agricultural Com- 
mi.ssioner D. W. Tubbs today an¬ 
nounced that citrus returns last 
year were about three and one- 
halt million dollars larger than 
in 1935. 

Orange county's 57,675 bearing 
trees of Valencias last year pro¬ 
duced in packed bo.x equivalent 
8,793,920 boxes, which brought an 
f. 0. b. income of $19,493,520. 
Tims an increased acreage pro¬ 
duced 1,400,000 boxes less than in 
1935 but brought nearly $2,000,000 
more money for valencias alone. 

Tubbs’ report follows: 

"While the total California 
lemon crop was about 30 per cent 
less than that ot the previous 
year. Orange county’s .share was 
larger in 19.36 than in 1935. Our 
records show 6518 bearing acres 
of lemons produced in packed box 
equivalent 905,120 boxes, which 
brought an f. o. b. return of

The communique did not say 
how many Ethiopians had been 
shot, but unofficial sources esti¬

pects held, “some hundreds” had 
been liberated. 

"All those found with arms in 
their tuculs (native grass houses) 
have bc-en shot,” said the brief 
ccmmHnique.

Advisor Wahiberg pointed out that 
Orange county is one of the small¬ 
est counties of the state, but rates 
third in value of agricultural prod¬ 
ucts grown in the entire nation. 
The county is one of the leading 
counties in farm cooperation, he 
pointed out. Cooperation has been 
developed because of water and 
tian.sportation problems mainly. 
Orange county’s average agricul¬ 
tural market is 2600 miles away. 

Population of Orange county 
now is about 124,000. Wahiberg 
said, of which the farm popula¬ 
tion is aboiit 10,000 or 1,5.3 per 
cent of the total. 

Farm tenancy has increased 2 
per cent in the past five years, he 
said, jumping from 9 per cent in 
1930 to 11 per cent in 1935, while 
the state has gone from 18 to 21.7 
per cent in tenancy. 

Size Diminishing 

In Orange county 58 per rent 
of the farms have mortgages on 
them, while the state average is 
52.8 per cent. Orange county has 
62 per cent of its area in farms, 
while the state average is 30 per 
cent. 

Discussing the trend 1o sub¬ 
division of fai'ni land, Wahiberg 
said if this keeps up the result 
will be further cutting down of 
the possibility of the small farms 
maintaining farm families, which 
would have to seek outside income 
to get along. 

In 1900 there were but 2388 
farms in the county. Now there 
are 6070, .showing the trend 
toward smaller and smaller farms. 
In 1900 the highest percentage of 
farms were in the 20 to 50 acre 
group. This was contrasted with 
the present si’.uatinn when the 
largest percentage Is in the three 
to nine acre group. 

Avocado Expansion 

In 1930 the average value of an 
average Orange county farm was 
$.55,162. Now it is $28,333, a drop 
of 50 per cent. However, the 
average value of Orange county 
farm land is $545 per acre, as com¬ 
pared with $76 in the state. 

A review of the crop average 
trend showed a tremendous in¬ 
crease in avocado land in the last 
two decades, and big increa.ses in 
the sweet corn, lima bean, tomato, 
alfalfa and orange land. De¬ 
creases were shown in lemons, 
walnuts, sugar beets, wheat ami 
peppers. Lemon growers, it was 
said, will face a serious condition 
from overproduction five years 
from now. The number of cattle 
has not changed, but decreases 
were shown in number of horses, 
mules and sheep. Increases were 
reporteil in swine and poultry. The 
net result of the changes has been j 
to produce higher priced crops, it I 
was stated.

Walnuts, Tomatoes And 
Beets Reported to Be 
Moving Out 


•A picture of walnuts, sugar 
beets and tomatoes shifting from 
Orange county to other sections 
more adaptable for growing these 
crops, was painted yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon. 

The picture was painted by L. 
W. Fiuharty, farm management 
specialist of the University of 
California at the afternoon session 
of the big agricultural economic 
conference staged yesterday and 
today here. 

There is a gradual shift of the 
walnut industry from Oratige 
county and other Southern Cali¬ 
fornia counties to central and 
northern California, Fiuharty said. 
Studies started a year ago indi¬ 
cate, he said, the change is tak¬ 
ing place because costs are le.ss 
outside of Southern California. 

Cost of Change 

Placing of crops on land where 
costa are higher than in other 
places entails heavy loss to the 
grower, he said, and this is es¬ 
pecially true of tree crops. If a 
grower pulls out his walnuts and 
puts in Valencia oranges it takes 
from 12 to 14 years to get back 
his costs, Fiuharty said. 

“Sugar beets are one crop here 
there is considerable question 
about now,” he said. “Studies in¬ 
dicate that unless yields increase 
or costs are lowered the sugar 
beet business is on its way out 
in Orange county. This is be¬ 
cause there are other places where 
they can be produced with a high¬ 
er yield at a lower cost. 

Cost of Production 

“Another dubious crop for Or¬ 
ange county is canning tomatoes. 
Cost records on tomatoes show 
that in Orange county the cost 
is $22 a ton, while in Alameda 
county, for instance, the cost is 
$11.40.” 

Martin R. Huberty of the divi¬ 
sion of irrigation, spoke at the 
conference on water costs in this 
county. He said the average cost 
of water here is $15 an acre foot, 
the costs ranging from $6 in some 
cases to $35 in others. He also 
discussed technical data regard¬ 
ing pumping costs and pumping 
equipment. 

C. F. Shaw of the division of 
soils, discussed the various soil 
types in Orange county and told 
of the method developed for rat¬ 
ing them. As far as the soil it¬ 
self is concerned, he said, almost 
any type of crop can be grown 
here with the exception of rice, 
which requires special conditions. 

J. B. Schneider, extension econ¬ 
omist, discussed trends in live- j 
stock and truck crops.

As with the word “love,” so with 
the word “faith”: it has in the 
New Testament more than one 
meaning. 

The later books of the New 
Testament speak of “the faith” as 
a traditional body of religious be¬ 
liefs. Of the several meanings 
of the word this is, perhaps, the 
most conventional. Yet there are 
times in life when we all appeal 
foi help to "the faith,” that is, 
to the living trarlition in which we 
stand. A Christian is not merely 
an isolated individual who hap¬

In their haste for safety these 
leaders have proposed new legis¬ 
lation to permit the formation of 
a floo«l control <listrict to benefit 
P'ullerton. They desire the right 
to form a district which can bond 
it.self for perhap.s a million dol¬ 
lars to erei t at least two dams and 
.subsidiary works. 

.MI this constitute.s a good omen. 
.\t laYt F^ullerton is awakening to 
a situation which has cxistc*! since 
the city became populous. There 
i.s no more danger now than there 
was last year, or the year before. 
The city is in no more danger than 
is Anaheim, large sections of Santa 
Ana or a great farming area of 
the county. 

Three times tlie Orange County 
P'lood ('ontrol district, embracing 
the entire county, has voted upon 
plans to control all flood.s in the 
county. At at least tw’o of these 
elections the favorable vote of 
Fullerton would have passeii bonds 
to effect this contiol. But Ful¬ 
lerton a.s a whole just couldn’t be 
bothered. Enough votes stayed 
away from the polls there to have 
passed the bonds. 

F’vocent rains have stiried a new 
interest in flood. May it be an 
abiding interest. 

But attempts of a portion of the 
Orange ('ounty Flood (’ontrol dis¬ 
trict to “.secede” and .solve its 
problems alone can hardly be 
looked upon as a move in the right 
diiection, Fullerton always has 
stoo'l to get moie benefits out of 
the Elliott i)l:in than it would pay 
for. In other words, if it gives its 
support real au[)port this time 
to the Elliott plan its property 
owners will get more protection 
for less money than they could get 
under the suggested plan to go it 
alone. 

Insteail of starting a plan to do 
that, it might bt* a better move to 
start a campaign de.signed to reach 
and coMvimu’ every voter in Ful¬ 
lerton of the vital need of the 
county-wide plan. When the time 
comes for us to vote upon the El¬ 
liott plan again, the matter then 
could be .settled in short order, and 
all our county floods could be 
cui'bed.

SACRAMENTO. (.P) — Wide 
jicwers would be given to the di¬ 
rectors of irrigation districts in 
the development of hydro-electric 
power under the provisions of bills 
introduced by Senator Law, El 
Centro. 

Law's measures S. B. 400, 401 
and 402 amend the irrigation dis¬ 
trict act by increasing the powers 
of the directors of the district to 
include hydro-electric production. 

The irrigation districts would 
have the right to make !ise of the 
water under their jurisdiction for 
the development of electrical 
energy. 

The districts, however, would 
not be limited to the development 
cf the water power under their 
jurisdiction but would have the 
right to construct distribution 
lines and seli the current both in 
and outside of the district. 

Powers Listed 

Under the three bills the irri¬ 
gation districts are empowered to 
construct plants, to fix rates, to 
levy assessments for power pur¬ 
poses and to submit revenue bonds 
to the voters for the construction 
of plants and power lines. 

In the second bill additional 
power is given to the districts to 
acquire a supplemental supply of 
energy from outside .sources. Per¬ 
mission to borrow money from the 
federal government and to enter 
into contracts with the govern¬ 
ment, states, municipalities, dis¬ 
tricts, public agencies or persons, 
firms or corporations for the lease 
and purchase of power rights also 
is granted the irrigation district. 

Provision is made in the bills for 
public hearings on whether or not 
an irrigation district should go in¬ 
to power development. 

Other Irrigation Bills 

Other measures introduced per¬ 
taining to irrigation districts fol¬ 
low: 

S. B. 682. Mixter, amend.s the 
Central valley project act adding 
the declaration that “this act shall 
be liberally construed to effectu- 
at*- the purposes and objects of the 
act " 

S. B. 495. Crittenden, adds .sec¬ 
tions to the districts securities 
commission act simplifying meth¬ 
od.', of certification of bonds as 
available for investments. 

S. B. 434, Phillips, gives to the 
county water districts the powers 
of a mosquito abatement district. 

S. B. 397, Law, provides a form 
for certificates of .sales of land 
forfeited for failure to pay irri¬ 
gation district assessments. 

S. B. 398, Law, empowers irri- 
?a.tion districts to fix different 
charges for lands which they have 
taken title to as a result of a fail¬ 
ure to pay district assessments. 

Extends Bond Issues 

S. B. 399, Law, amends the ir¬ 
rigation act to allow districts ac¬ 
quiring property through failure 
to pay assessments to lease, give 
away and take options upon the 
land on terms to be approved by 
the board of directors. 

S. B. 231, Crittenden, e.xtends 
the life of bonds issued by irriga¬ 
tion districts from 25 to 40 years j 
and eliminates the requirement! 
that at least four per cent of the j 
principal must be paid eacn year 
following the first installment. j 

S. B. 139, Garrison, requires 
that any action questioning valid¬ 
ity of deeds conveying title to land 
taken for delinquent taxes, in ir¬ 
rigation districts, must be started 
within six months after the effec¬ 
tive date of this amendatory act. 

S. B. 177, Schottky, A. B. 700, 
Garibaldi, provides irrigation con¬ 
tracts must be approved by the 
California districts securities com¬ 
mission.. 

Assessments 

S. B. 140, Garrison, companion 
bill to S, B. 139. 

S. B. 149. Schottky, and A. B. 
941, Garibaldi, extends, for two 
years the section of the districts 
securities commission act regard¬ 
ing the levying of annual assess¬ 
ments by irrigation districts. Sec¬ 
tion would have expired Nov. 1, 
1937. 

S. B. 148, Schottky, and A. B. 
701, Garibaldi, gives directors of 
irrigation districts power to com¬ 
promise or discharge overdapping 
tax or as.ses.sment leins. 

A. B. 756, Stream, gives irriga¬ 
tion districts the right to set up 
special assessment districts that 
include not more than 100 acres 
within the district boundaries. 
Limits cost of improvements for 
which special district is set up to 
$5,000. 

S. B. 685, Mixter and others, 
gives Central valley authority the 
right to sell rights of way and 
easements held by it that are not 
needed excepting the specific 
things set up in another section 
such as water rights and power 
plants and lines. 

Filling Vacancies 

S B. 7.54, Seawell, provides that 
a vacancy in the office of di¬ 
rector of an irrigation district 
shall be filled by the board of su¬ 
pervisors of the county in which 
the greater part of the district 
lies. 

S. B. 753, Seawell, provides for 
holding of an election to approve 
issuance of funding or refunding 
bonds. 

S. B. 610, Law, provides that 
bonds of irrigation districts may 
be made payable wholly or in part 
frc-i the proceeds of an existing 
or proposed contracts or sources 
of payment designed by the dis¬ 
trict directors. 

S. B. 543, McCormack, author¬ 
izes an investigation of the water 
resources and water requirements 
of Solano county. 

S. B. 684, Mixter and others, 
authorizes, through amendment of 
the Central valley project act, the

Other changes proposed by Buck 
would require the secretary of 
agriculture to refu.se a licen.se to 
an applicant who at any time 
within two years prior to his ap¬ 
plication has been found guilty of 
violation of the produce agency 
act or the peri.shable commodities 
act; permit reparation complaints 
to be based on any part of section 
2 of the pre.sent act; make clear 
that suits to enforce payment 
may be brought not only upon 
reparation awards but upon the 
judgment of the court in case 
there has been an appeal from the 
secretary’s decision, and extend 
the time from one to three years 
in which such suits may be 
brought.

$3,395,980. Continued hot weather 
during part of our marketing sea¬ 
son permitted more favorable re¬ 
turns 

"Orange county's navel produc¬ 
tion is not great compared to the 
other citrus. In the spring of 
1936 we find a production from 
1390 bearing acres of 287,530 
bo.xes returning $336,110. The 
total citrus f. o. b. income to Or¬ 
ange county for 19.36, including 
the above items and miscellane¬ 
ous citrus fruits, w’as $23,410,150. 

Large Labor Payroll 

"It .should be noted that the cit¬ 
rus returns are f. o. b. the pack¬ 
ing house and that this figure in¬ 
cludes the cost of picking, hauling 
and packing, which is returned to 
the county in labor payroll; also 
tlie cost of materials used and ad¬ 
vertising and .selling, which in a 
la-ge way is paid to people outside 
the county. 

"One major organization shows 
a charge of approximately one- 
third of the f. o. b. value of the 
fruit to these items. There are 
many other major expenses in 
growing citrus crops. For in¬ 
stance, in Orange county alone the 
outlay for citrus pest control ex¬ 
ceeds one million dollars per 
annum. 

"Orange county's first orange 
orchard was planted slightly over 
half a century ago. In the few 
years that followed many varieties 
cf orange stock were brought here 
from all over the world. From an 
early history of Orange county 
we find that the first carload of 
oranges was shipped East in 1883 
and that by 1888 the variety now 
known as the Valencia orange had 
shown its value and proved to be 
the best for our coastal condi¬ 
tions. 

Total Plantings 

"We are told that as late a.s 
the year 1900 our total citrus 
acreage was less than 5000. The 
latest report in the files of the 
agricultural commissioner’s office 
show's the total of all citrus plant¬ 
ings in excess of 74,000 acres, of 
which slightly over 66,000 are in 
bearing and over 8000 non-bear¬ 
ing. Of this total 64,356 acres 
are Valencias, 7,687 acres lemons, 
approximately 1500 acres navels, 
half that amount in grapefruit, 
with less than 100 acres of limes 
and other miscellaneous varieties. 

"It is apparent that we have 
gone a long way in the produc¬ 
tion of citrus fruits—in fact, our 
climatic and soli conditions are 
peculiarly satisfactory for the 
production of the Valencia or 
summer orange. This is well 
proven by the production figures 
which show that during the 1936 
year, although considerably less 
than the ‘bumper crop’ of 1935, 
w'e produced nearly one-half of all 
summer oranges produced in the 
state. Our Valencia production 
alone exceeds the total citrus pro¬ 
duction of the state of Texas for 
its all time ‘bumper crop’ year 
just being completed; was equiv¬ 
alent to one-half the total orange 
production of the state of Florida; 
was: one-sixth of the total orange 
production of the United States. 

Control of Pests 

"It has been necessary that 
many things be done to foster and 
perpetuate this industry. Early

saved through con.servation works 
on the Santa Ana river, but if 
the county is to go out after water 
i’l must go to one of two places— 
to the Mojave river or to the Colo¬ 
rado river. 

Securing water from the Mo¬ 
jave river, he .said, would be diffi¬ 
cult because of the trouble en¬ 
countered in moving water from 
one developed area to another. 
And besides, ho said, the amount 
possible to secure from the Mojave 
river would not be great. 

Professor Adams had spent con¬ 
siderable time with the MWD di¬ 
rectors and studying Orange coun¬ 
ty water problems before coming 
here, it was reported by Farm Ad¬ 
visor Harold E. Wahlberg, who 
presided at the dinner session in 
the Green Cat cafe, attended by 
major water interest representa¬ 
tives of the county and by farm 
leaders, 

■Suggests New District 

The water authority learned 
that the MWD cannot sell W'ater 
tc any area unless it is part of the 
district; that Orange County Wat¬ 
er district cannot join the MWD 
becau.se voting in the local dis¬ 
trict is by a.sses.scd valuation, and 
for other reasons; that the best 
procedure would be to organize 
a new district in Orange county 
for annexation to the MWD. 

Consulting Attorney A. W. Ru- 
tan of the Orange County Water 
district, answering a question, 
said the district is willing to 
change its form, through changing 
the form cf voting, in order to 
join the MWD. 

Strictly speaking, it is not pos¬ 
sible to .secure MWD for irrigation 
purposes on a permanent basis be¬ 
cause the water is recoverable for 
domestic and municipal piirpo.ses, 
Prof. Adams said. He added, how¬ 
ever tuat if water is once deliv¬ 
ered in an area it is not likely that 
it will be taken a'.vay. Surplus 
MWD water, he said, can be used 
for any purpose, but is not a per¬ 
manent supply. 

Quant it.v Ample 

Profes.sor Adams said the Colo¬ 
rado river water which will be 
delivered to the southern coastal 
plain will double the amount of 
v/ater now available, and that 
there is no need to be concerned 
over the quantity of water the 
MWD can .supply. 

Based on estimated demand, he 
-said, the MWD will begin deliver¬ 
ing- water in 1940 at a rate of 400 
second feet, in 1960 at 910 second 
feet, in 19'70 at 1220 .second feet 
and in 1980 at 1440 .second feet.

of county, state and federal gov¬ 
ernments in protecting further 
importations and in making com¬ 
pulsory the control of the ones 
already here.

“Cooperative marketing has 
been given credit for much of the 
development in Southern Califor¬ 
nia of this great industry.

Add the dry in¬ 
gredients to the butter mixture 
with 1 teaspoon vanilla. Beat un¬ 
til smooth and fold in the stiffly 
beaten egg whites. Add 2 squares 
melted unsweetened chocoalte to 
half of the cake batter and blend. 
Place the mixture alternately by 
tablespoons in a greased square 
cake pan until all is used. Bake in 
a moderate oven about 25 minutes. 
Cool and cover with chocolate or 
vanilla butter frosting or serve 
plain. Cut into small squares to 
serve. '

Natural ability in any line may 
be tran.smitted. My wife has the 
finely developed faculty of think¬ 
ing and talking before an audi¬ 
ence. All my children have the 
.same ability in a modified degree. 
At least, they can ail out-talk 
their dad. 

The children of parents who 
•suffer from some sensitivities, 
such as hay fever, asthma, hives, 
sick headache and food allergies 
are very .likely to develop some of 
these conditions and should avoid 
the things that irritate the mu¬ 
cous membranes of the no.se and 
throat. 

There is much disagreement 
concerning the possible tendency 
to inherit cancer. Experiments 
have been able to produce cancer 
in mice and to breed it out. Not 
knowing what causes cancer the 
question remains in doubt. Can¬ 
cer cells are a peculiar form and 
that form of cell could be trans¬ 
mitted. From our present knowl¬ 
edge those families in which can¬ 
cer occurs frequently should use 
unusual precautions and have any 
evidence of peculiar new ceil 
formation treated early. Persons 
whose parents suffered from can¬ 
cer will not contract the disease 
except under .specific circum¬ 
stances.

DETROIT. One of the 

strangest industrial disputes in 
history—a joint sit-down of capi¬ 
tal and labor—ended today with 
the announcement of a four-day 
strike at the Fry Products, Inc., 
which manufacture automobile 
seat covers.

"All parties have agreed to re¬ 
frain from making any further 
statements or discuss the terms 
of the settlement.” 

President Walter L. Fry, who 
became the nation's No. 1 boss 
sit-downer in retaliation for a 
strike of his employes last Fii- 
day, tumbled onto his cot in hia 
office to get some sleep immedi¬ 
ately after the settlement was an¬ 
nounced. 

Fry said .yesterday he had re¬ 
fused to deal with organizers of 
the United Automobile Workers of 
America, but declared he was 
ready to meet with his own work¬ 
ers at any time. The union said 
then that Fry refused to meet tha 
employes if they were accompa¬ 
nied by a U. A. W. A. representa¬ 
tive.

PARIS. fiPi—Ambassador Will¬ 
iam C. Bullitt was considered in 
informed circles today to have 
placed the United States, with 
President Roosevelt's approval, be¬ 
side France and Great Britain in 
demanding a halt to the world 
armament race.

Senate, People and Court Plan 

A BATTLE—and maybe a beating—is ahead of Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt’s plan to pack the supreme court 
when the issue finally comes before the senate follow¬ 
ing its hearing by the judiciary committee of that body 
March 9. 

The senators, according to a press survey, are split 
as follows: Against 32, for 31, and undecided 33. 

In the lists against F. D. R.’s scheme for dominating 
the high court are such liberals as Johnson, Borah, 
Wheeler and Nye. These senators do not seem especially 
to object to a limit upon the tribunal’s power, but they 
are dead set against any plan which would give personal 
influence over the bench to the President or anyone else. 

Lined up beside them in defense of a non-partisan 
judiciary are such conservative members of the Presi¬ 
dent’s own party as Senator Glass. 

On the other side, behind Mr. Roosevelt’s proposal 
to put New Dealers on the bench, are Senators McAdoo, 
Robinson and other party regulars. 

Balance of voting power and the final outcome lies, 
of course, with those 33 senators who are as yet “un¬ 
decided.” They can make or break the plan. 

Let’s hope they listen to the voice of the people of 
America before they speak. That voice—as echoed in 
the Gallup and NEA surveys—thunders an emphatic 
“No!” 

It’s still a mystery to most Europeans how 
America became the richest and happiest nation in 
the world without the benefit of a single dictator. 

Streamlined Marriage Laws 

Y ou wouldn’t strut down the street in a suit of clothes 
designed in 18,50. No! You’d insist on streamlined 
clothing, styled in 1937. 

A lot of states seem to be suddenly finding out, 
however, that their marriage laws were made back in 
pioneer days and do not fit modern needs. 

Disclosure of “doll-brides” in Tennessee and New 
York has brought those states with a start into the 20th 
century. Legislation is planned to end child marriages. 

And the wedding of a 14-year-old white girl to a 38- 
year-old negro in Washington has revealed that the 
archaic laws of that state permit “mail order” marriages 
and make things easy for bigamists and white slavers. 

It will be a long process, however, if backward states 
wait for news stories to bare the flaws in their marriage 
laws. A complete checkup of the whole union should be 
made at once with the avowed intention of adjusting 
outmoded laws to fit modern conditions. 

The health cure is proposed in Washington for 
lazy, shiftless farmers. If this spring weather keeps 
up send the doctor around to see us, too. 

Billions for Future War 

G reat Britain’s $ 7 , 500 , 000,000 re-armament pro¬ 
gram is such a tremendous preparation of war that 
it may even stagger those two military minded dicta¬ 
tors, Hitler and Mussolini, 

In deciding to arm so heavily, Britain signifies that 
once more it will adopt the role of the world’s most pow¬ 
erful empire. 

This program has been launched, of course, solely 
because of the Nazi and Fascist menace to the future in¬ 
dependence of the rest of Europe. 

And it probably will be offset by counter armament 
on the part of the dictators. The vicious circle will draw 
tighter and tighter around the neck of the common man 
in Europe who must pay for these military machines. 

Seven and a half billion dollars will buy a lot of can¬ 
non and battleships. What a pity it isn’t being spent for 
schools and homes! 

Often the man who calls you “Brother” isn’t 
the type of fellow you’d claim kin to under any cir¬ 
cumstances. 

Less Soot and More Heat 

H aving suffered the smudge nuisance at its worst 
during the recent freeze. Orange county supervisors 
should turn a willing ear to anti-soot ordinances like 
those now under consideration in Los Angeles, San Ber¬ 
nardino and Riverside counties. 

Under most of the new regulations, the maximum 
amount of soot which one pot will be allowed to belch 
into the air is one gram per pound of fuel. 

A quantity in excess of this is given off by the 
1,500,000 old-fashioned pots now in use in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, but one million of these could be remodeled, ac¬ 
cording to Prof. Warren Schoonover of the University 
of California. The rest should be junked as menaces to 
comfort, health and soilable property. 

What the Orange Empire needs is an orchard heater 
that will put out less soot and more heat.
